It was 
alleged that Owen Scott had drawn 8200 
a month while in Congress.

Great Foet W«i-e lAld to Rest. 


BOSTON, Oct. 11.—Amid a wealth of 


lowers the plain, black cloth-covered 
coffin bearing a plate on which was in- 
scribed: "Oliver Wendell Holmes," and 
containing all that was mortal of the 
famous poet, was placed at the head of 
the main aisle in Kings chapel at noon 
yesterday, and simple funeral rites 
were held. They were conducted by 
Rev. Edward Everett Hale, D. B., and 
consisted merely of the reading of the 
chapel service for the dead and the 
singing of psalms by the choir.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 11.— Neither the 


Chinese nor the Japanese legation has 
et been notified by its government of 
lie reported capture ftf Clie Foo. The 
orrectness of the report ia doubted at 
he Chinese legation. It is said by the 
Chinese officials that Che Foo is strongly 
ortified, and that a very considerable 
Chinese army is stationed there. They 
say it would require a large force to 
capture the place, and they certainly 
would be notified if a battle of any im- 
(ortance had been fought. 


It is not the policy of the Pekin gov- 


>rnraent to notify the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives in foreign countries of 
the progress of tlie war. The only of- 
ficial notification the legation has re- 
ceived since tile commencement of hos- 
tilities was that a formal declaration 
of war had been made against Japan. 
This information was laid before the 
secretary of state, and nothing further 
has been received from the .foreign of- 
fice. 
The Chinese officials think there is 


no question that the ultimate destina- 
tion of the Japanese army is Pekin. 
They are not disposed to believe, how- 
ever, that the enemy's troops will be 
successful in reaching the Chinese cap- 
ital. The winter begins early in the 
northern provinces, and the. Japanese, 
they say, will encounter great difficul- 
ties in
